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AS  to  alphabetical  charaHersy  God 
certainly  communicated,himlclf  to 
ihe  World  orallyy  or  from  his  mouth, 
ilie  knowledge  of  himfclf.  and  his  will 
tiiioiigh  Adam,  and  Noahy  the  common 
p.irents  of  mankifKl.  For, 

We  cannot  help' believing,  that  God 
taujiht  Adam  and  Eve  the  knowledge 
and  worihip  of  himlelf,  the  didbrence 
Intween  good  and  evil,  life  and  death; 
btt  ween  wholcfoine  and  poifopous  herbs 
and  fruits,  with  ail  other  heceflary  points 
nt  knowledge,  whether  reUling  to  the 
foul  or  to  the  body.  This,  and  this  only, 
and  nothing  clfe,  can  be  truly  and  pro- 
jnrly  called  th^/4tf  of  nature  y  the  la<\^ 
(J  naturey  ormatu^l  reli_^ion  ;  about 
'vhich  there  Is  fo  mdeh  difputing  and 
wnngling’  in  the  learned  world  ;  fpr 
lome  will  dogmatize,  that  man  is  nfelf 
inUrulied  creature;  whicii  never  was*, 
and  never  can  be.  It  was  well  faid  by  a 
gentleman,  Man  never  could  have  itna' 
^ined  there  nvas  a  God,  if  ihat  God 
had  not  told  him  fi»  But, 

As  God  had  fotrnerly  made  himfclf 
known  orally  to  Adam  and  Ndahy  fo, 
ia  his  own  got>d  and  appointed  lime,  he 
revealed  himfclf  to  A/oye/  fcripturallyy 
or  by  writing;  till  \vhiph  time  there 
^ere  no  alphabetical  letters  :  for'AIo- 
was  in[lru(flcd  in  an  alphabet  by 
VoL'.  XX^. 


God  himfelf,  who  wrote  the  firft  tablet 
of  the  ten  commandments  with  his  own 
hand,  which  is  plain  from  Exod.  xxiv,  la, 
^nd  the  I^ord  faid  unto  Mofes,  Come 
up  to  me  into  the  Mpunty  and  be  tberct 
and.liviil  give  thee  tables  of  ftonei 
and  a  lanvy  and  commandments^ 
'•.ir  H I  c  H*  I  H  A  V  E  w R  f T T  F  N,’  that  thou 
snayejl  teach  them.  And  t*hap.  xxxi. 
•18.  he  gave  unto  Mofes,  nsjhen  he  had 
made  an  end  of  communing  nuith  him. 
i^pon  Mount  Sinaiy  two  tables  of  tef- 
4tmony^  tables  of  JlonCy  writtej^ 
WITH  THE  FINGER  OF  God.  And,, 
That  learned  this  divine  art 

from  God,  is  Jikewife  evident  from  the 
fccond  lime  he  was  in  the  Mount  with 
God,  Exod/  xxxiv.  a;,.  38.'  And  the 
Lord  faid  unto  Mofes,  iVrite  thou- 
tbefe  words  :  for  after  the  tenor  of 
thefe  words  /  have  made  a  covenant 
with  thecy  and  with  Ifrael.  And  he 
was  there  with  the  "Loki)  forty  daye 
and  forty  nights':.,  he  did  neither  eat 
bready  nor  drink  watet :  and,  hr. 
wrote  upon  the  tables  the  words  of  the 
covenanty  the  ten  commandments.  , 
If  it  be  olne^^ed,  Xh^X.  Mejes  war 
learned  in  all  the  wifdom  of  the  Fgyp- ^ 
tiansy  it  may  be  anfwered,  that  all  the* 
learning  pf  the  Egyptians y  it  is  well 
known,  was  in  hlcroglyphits.  But  it 
may  be  ^ficed,  if  alphabetical  letters 
were  known, before  the  davs  of  Mofes f 
why  did  God  write  the  firft  tables  with 
his  own  li’andi  And  why  did  God  tcacti 
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Upon  his  fcrond  appearance  in 
the  Mount,  the  gift  of  writing  an  alpha¬ 
bet  ?  But,  glides  all  this. 

It  lecms  certain,  that  all>})ah;tical 
letters  arc  a  difeovery  far  above  the  ut* 
iTicft  ftrctch  of  human  invention.  The 
C/v.ve/t’,  though  a  moft  curit»us  and  in- 
gen  ious  people,  have  never  yet  been  able, 
with  all  their  penetration  and  acumesiy 
to  inal'.e  out  an  alphabet^  but  have  a 
vaft  catalogue  of  lixty  oi  eighty  thou- 
fand  lignaturcs  or  marks,  according  to 
the  numlver  ('.f  Tingle  words  in  their  lan¬ 
guage,  in  place  iH‘  about  twenty- two  let¬ 
ters  of  an  alphabet.  Thus  they  mull 
learn  the  forms  and  meanings  of  about 
three  thoufaud  notes  or  .mirks  for  every 
fmglc  letter  of  the  alphabet  :  a  labour 
more  than  fr.nicieiit  for  a  life  time  to  ac- 
complilh.  Sucfi  an  immenfe  dilTerence 
there  is  between  a  perfeifl  work  of  God, 
aiifl  the  fludied  art  of  poor,  WTak  man  ! 

That  tlure  were  no  alphabetical  let- 
ierSy  or  charaiiers y  before  is 

Arknovvledged  by  one  antient  author. 
h.upolenius  hy^y  That  was  the 

full  nvife  man  ;  that  he  firjl  taught  the 
knonvledgc  cf  letters  to  the  Jews;  that 
the  l^ccnicians  received  it  from  the 
jews  ;  af:d  the  Gretks  frovi  the  Phm- 
iiicians.  KuTeb.  Priep  ii.it.  pvang.  lib.  9. 
cap.  ifi.  p.  511.  This  is  the  plain  mat¬ 
ter  of  favt,  void  of  all  poetical  dreaming 
.and  fi«5Iion.  I'ruth  is  a  molt  fimplc 
Thing,  .and  needs  no  art  or  vaniilhing  to 
let  it  Oif. 

If  our  author’s  philofophic  fufjieiency 
would  alh>w’  him  to  perufe  with  atfen- 
titvn,  and  to  ftndy,  with  a  due  and  beco¬ 
ming  humility  of  mind,  that  one  admi¬ 
rable  book  c?t‘  Genefi\y  he  wauild  find 
therein  fuch  x  fyllem  of  aiitlquitieh,  even 
of  keat^cfi  or  barbarou}  nations y  as  is 
rot  to  be  met  with  in  all  the  voluminous 
tomes  of  fanciful  authors  of  later  date, 
whofe  tendency  is  to  multiply  nxeords 
•xxdthout  knomjiedge. 

In  this  drvine  hooky  it  has  pleafed 
God,  by  his  own  immediate  revelation, 
to  lupply  us  with  an  ex.aei  hilhiry  of  .af¬ 
fairs  tranfa^ed  from  the  beginning  of  the 
World,  together  with  accounts  of  the 
extraordimry  events  that  were 
brought  al>ont,  by  his  all- wile  .md  juft 
]>rovidence,  among  the  meft  famous  an- 
Tient  heathen  r.alicns,  for  a  courfc  of 
5569  years  from  the  creation  to  the 
death  of  the  patriarch  Jofeph  ;  where 
alfo  we  may  pl^ce  the  end  of  the  pa- 
Iriaixlul  age  dif^renfation;  during 


all  which  long  fp.ace  of  time,  as  alfobt- 
twixt  8  and  900  years  more,  that  is,  t\>r 
above  3300  years  in  the  whole,  it  is  i 
thing  much  to  be  obferved,  that  the  hea¬ 
then  nations  afford  no  hiftories,  or  re¬ 
cords  of  iranfadicns  at  ail ;  no,  not  fo 
much  as  any  t're  hillorical  ssra  that  is  to  | 
be  depended  upon ;  but  all  their  narra-  | 
lives  of  matters,  pretended  to  have  been  \ 
tranra»5led  among  them,  are,  in  thgir  j 
originals,  the  mere  produil  of  imagina-  j 
tivin  and  fancy,  and  terminate  in  fabu-  i 
Ions  and  romantic  legends  of  wild  ad¬ 
ventures  under  the  reigns  of  their  fevc- 
ral  gods  and  hsroesy  who  never  hid 
any  real  perfonal  exiftcnce  in  the  world. 
For, 

The  death  of  Jo/eph  fell  out  859 
ye.irs  before  the  beginning  of  the  famous 
(t redan  jera  of  the  Olympiads  ;  885 
before  the.bnilding  (*t  the  city  of  Rov:e, 
and  892  l>tfore  the  ??ra  of  NahonaJJan 
Before  the  lettling  of  which  asras,  they 
who  would  have  infoiniation  of  atfairs 
and  events  .among  the  Gentiles  or  keU' 
thensy  mull  go  to  the  Chimeeras  and 
and  Ct,ntaursy  and  oUier  fuch  monfters 
of  llie  Greek  poets  ^.w^tnyt hologijls  for 
inflru»flinn,  as  <^\\r  fc hefting  author  6,0^% 
in  his  own  hypotheticai  way.  Nor  is 
this  all :  But, 

To  reduce  thefe  fi^litiouscxiftences  to 
.an  hillorical  form  and  fafliion,  they  muft 
invent,  make  up,  and  difpoTeof  da<e^,and 
fei  ies  of  time,  out  of  their  own  imagi¬ 
nations,  as  fome  authors  of  modern  date 
have  notably  done,  to  fuit  their  pnrpofes ; 
and  yet,  how  novel,  after  all,  wHl  their 
tales  be,  in  comparifon'of  the  truths' de¬ 
livered  down  in  the  facred  records  of 
this  V/rv/ie  hoohy  by  far  the  oldeft  of  all 
books  wbalfocver  ?  and  therefore  defpifed 
and  fet  at  nought  by  our  fafhionaWe 
wits  !  unlefs  they  will  content  thew- 
lelvcs  with  thofc  morflrous  accounts 
which  tlie  Chaldeans y  Egyptiansy  Chi- 
nejfy  5:c.  have  thought  fit  to  give  ^ 
deities  and  demi-gods  reigning  in  theif 
countries,  as  is  well  known,  many  ages 
prior  to  the  creation  of  the  world,  or  no 
mortal  can  tell  when ;  in  the  inchant- 
ment  and  fairy-land  of  which,  if  they 
chute  it,  1  fliall  l-^ave  them  to  their 
.amufements  in  company  with  our  Ho^ 
ratian  theorijly  heartily  wifiiing  him  a 
more  folid  jiulgment,  and  lef»  affuminj 
'wit ;  for  he  that  delights  to  w’alk  in  tK 
bewildering  p.aths  of  human  Icicnce. 
without  divine  knowledge  to  guide  and 
dirc<5l  him,  muft  for  ever  wander  in

error,  as  the  *ivifdom  of  this  •usorld  is 
Joolilhnefs  nuith  God,  But, 

To  all  that  has  bccu  faid  our  philofo- 
pl.izii.g  author  has  a  mighty  objection, 
which,  though  altogether  hypothetical 
aiici  imaginary,  muft  not  pafs  without  no¬ 
tice,  as  it  may  irnpofc  upon  the  unwary, 
though  well  nr.taning  reader.  He  infi- 
na  itcs,  in  a  very  fly  manner,  P.  191.  as 
if  the  fa^is  of  and  even  ike 

origin  of  the  fpecies^  delivered  by 
Moles,  nvere  to  be  only  allegorically 
uriJerJIood ;  and,  for  this  end,  he  calls 
in  for  an  ally  one  of  the  moft  fanciful 
am  hors  that  ever  put  pen  to  paper.  If 
this  be  to  take  place,  then  indeed  there 
is  an  end  of  all  hiftory  w'hati'oevcr,  as 
jliiam  himfelf,  our  flrft  common  parent, 
nuift  be  a  man  only  in  allegory  »ir  apo¬ 
logue;  and  confequently  all  the  texts, 
both  in  the  Old  and  in  the  New  Tcfta- 
ment,  referring  to  him,  mud  likewife  be 
allegorical.  Strange  !  that  real  hiftory 
and  poetical  fidion  Ihould change  places; 
the  one  to  be  conftrued  into  mere  fable, 
and  the  other  to  be  eftablifhed  into  ge¬ 
nuine  authentic  hiftory.  This  isair;^- 
tainorphqfis  with  a  witnefs  I  Poor  A- 
dam!  thou  muft  be  annihilated  by  this 
unworthy  fon  of  thine.  Hard  is  thy 
fate  !  to  have  thy  afhes  difturbed,  and 
thy  memory  obliterated,  among  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  men. 

Let  us  n^ention  fome  of  the,  texts  in 
the  Old  and  New  Teftament,  referring 
to  Adam.  When  God  feparated  the 
fns  of  AdaJn, —  If  I  covered  my  tranf 
^rej/ion  as  Adam^  fays  Job, — Our  Sa* 
viour  fays.  He  nuho  made  them  at  the 
beginnings  made  them  male  and  fe~^ 
male,  lor  this  caufe  Jhall  a  man 
leave  father  and  mothers  and  Jlsall 
cleave  to  his  •wifes  See. ;  the  very  words 
uftd  at  Gtxi’s  bringing  Eve  to  Adam, — 
The  apoftle  to  the  Gentiles  faith,  Death 
reigned  from  Adam  to  Mofes — As  in 
Adam  all  dits  &c. — The  firji  man  A- 
dam  outf  j  made  a  living  foal — For  A- 
dain  nuas  firji  forvieds  then  Eve. — A- 
<iam  *ivas  not  deceiveds  hut  the  •woman. 
And  St  Jude  fays,  Enoch  the  feventh 
from  Adam  prophe/ied.  Now,  what 
are  we  to  do  with  all  thefe  references? 
Why  ?  Our  pruning  author  will  make 
Ihort  work  on’t.  For  aught  he  knows, 
they  muft  be  \xiM\(txQiQodiailegoricairy  or 
parabolically  ;  as  “  it  does  not  belong 

to  me  (fays  he),  as  a  philofopher  or 
*  grammariau,  to  inquire  whether 
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‘  account  (ihc.Mofaic)  is  to  ht  under- 
‘  ftood  allegorically  or  literally.  See.** 
Dexteroufly  done,  Mr  Origin,  to  lofc 
the  Chriftian  in  the  philofopher,  or  the 
grammarian  !  This  facred  and  unme¬ 
rited  character  ihould,  niethinks,  never 
be  out  of  view,. but  be  carefully  preferved 
in  thought,  word,  and  in  deed;  and 
furely  will  fo  by  every  one  who  thinks 
ferioufly. 

With  this  gentleman,  the  whole  Bible, 
from  the  flrft  word  of  Genejls  to  the  laft 
of  the  Revelations,  muft  be  totally  alle^ 
gorical  or  parabolical.^I am  vtry  ill 
qualified,  fays  he,  for  fuch  an  inouiry^ 
Tint  underjlanding  the  original  lan^ 
guage  [Hebrew]  of  thofe  [Mofaic] 
Thefe  words  cut  deep  in  their 
•confequence,  and  throw  a  door  wide 
open,  to  let  in  fcepticifm,  with  all  her 
train  of  infldelity  and  atbeifm ;  for  here¬ 
by  the  common  and  unlearned  Chriftian, 
the  honeft,  induftrious  plowman,  and  the 
mechanic,  are  taught  to  conclude,  that, 
,as  they  are  not  at  all  qualified  for  fuch 
an  inquiry,  not  underftandiiig  the  origi¬ 
nal  laaguages  of  Hebrew  and  Greek,  the 
whole  facred  records,  from  flrft  to  laft, 
may  be,  for  aught  they  know,  altogether 
mere  allegory  and  parable.  Thus  he 
givcsaleifon  to  all  the  world,  fo  loofe 
the  gordian  knot,  Alexander-like,  with 
uie  cut,  and  (b  to  make  root  and  branch 
work  with  Chriftianity  itfelf.  No  won¬ 
der,  then,  that  he  dropt  the  Chrijiian 
for  the  philofopher,  or  the  grapima* 
rian. 

Our  author  profciTcs  fi>mc  regard  for 
revealed  truths;  but  then  this  is  no 
more  than  the  com  men  cant  of  the  whole 
herd  of  infidels  and  free-thinkers,  the

.malked  batteries,  as  has  been  often 
made  good  againft  them.

pie:  But  as  the  prophets,  befides  thefe  ‘  whom  you  expeCt  to  receive  more  than 
two  evil^,  clearly  point  out  itS' own  na-  ‘  you  gave,  not  your  ow'u  money 
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*.  but  fomcthiag  more,  whether  com,  or 

*  wine,  or  oil,  or  whatever  it  is ;  if,.  I 
"  i'iy,  you  exjKrd  to  receive  more  than 

*  you  gave,  you  are  an  ulurer,  and  as 
‘  iuch,  you  arc  to  be  coiideiniK’d,  and 

*  not  comiDcikled,”  Uy  thefc  express 
teitimonics  ot  tliofe  antieiit  and  venera¬ 
ble  writers,  it  is  clear  and  evident,  that 
the  ulury  which  they  univerfally  con¬ 
demned,  was  not  that  alone  by  which 
the  poor  are  opprell'ed,  nor  even  that  in 
which  exorbitant  gain  was  extorted,  as 
Mr  Sober  would  have  us  Ix'lievc ;  but  c- 
very  the  fmallcft  gain  received  above  the 
ium  lent,  every  acceffion  to  the  capita!, 
and  that  whether  in  naoncy,  clothes,  or 
eatables,  and  from  uhomfoever  taken, 
whether  rich  or  poor,  without  diftinc- 
tion;  all  which  is  condemned  by  them 
«s  tli.it  very  ufury  which  S.  Chryfoftom 
calls  “  a  Ireaping  up  againft  one’s  felf  iii- 

*  extinguhlKible  tire;”  and  which  S.  Ba- 
fil  dex:lares  “  is  reckoned  by  Ezekid  a- 

*  .mong  the  grc.iteft  evils. 

To  Ihefe  leftlmonies  of  the  fathers,  let 
tis  now  j(Mn  that  oi  the  antient  councils, 
which  U>gcthcr  will  thow,  beyond  all  pof- 
fibility  of  doubt,!  he  real  rcadin .  w  hy  ufu- 
xy  was  condemned  by  the  primitive  Chri* 
ftlans.  What  Mr  Sober  fays  is  true, 
2  ha:  the  fud  great  council  of  Nice,  held 
in  the  year  515,  in  its  prohibition  of  u» 
An  y,  namct»  only  the  clergy,  and  forbids 
them  to  pradife  it,  under  pain  of  dc|M>* 
Ation,  without  any  mention  of  tlie  laity ; 
but  it  v.’ould  be  a  ilrangc  w'ay  of  arguing, 
to  conclude  from  this,  that  tiierefone  the 
council  l«>oked  upon  ufury  as  permitted 
to  the  laity;  for  by  the  fame  reafoning 
we  might  conclude,  that  adultery,  for- 
jiication,  and  other  fuch  crimes,  were 
alfo  permitted  to  the  laity,  becaufe  we 
find  them  in  many  councils  mod  fevere- 
}f  prohibited  to  the  clergy,  without  any 
mention  of  the  laity,  more  than  in  the 
prefent  cafe :  but  the  council  cf  Nice 
hns  fully  explained  its  own  meaning,  de¬ 
claring,  (canon  iS.)  that  the  reaHMi  why 
it  condemns  ufury,  is  Ixcaule  it  is  “  con- 
1*  Irary  to  the  divine  command,”  Now 
the  divine  command,  which  the  council 
here  acknowledges,  citing  dhat  cf  the 
X5th  Pi'alm,  Who  hath  net  given  hie  fao- 


r:y  t9  n/ury,  makes  no  didindion  be¬ 


tween  clergy  and  laity,  but  forbids  it  to 
ail  without  exception.  The  evident  fenfe 
of  the  council  then  miilf  be,  that  where¬ 
as  the  divine  law  forbids  ufury  to  every 
one  under  pain  of  death.  He  jhallfure^ 
ij  diet  £2ck.  xviii.  the  council  coforces 
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this  prohibition  in  a  particular  maaserl 
upon  the  clergy  under  the  temporal  pn,! 
4;:iihment  alfo  of  depuiitiun:  and  thiiiil 
a  rnott  convincing  proof  of  the  odioixl 
light  in  which  ufury  appeared  to  thisTc.l 
ucrable  council.  H 

The  council  of  Elvira  in  Spain  is  noill 
refpectable,  on  account  of  the  time  wbrol 
it  was  held,  which  was  long  before  the  I 
grand  council  of  Nice,  viz.  about  the  I 
year  300,  or  very  foon  after ;  and  il8<l^  I 
crees  are  no  Icfs  venerable  than  its  anti*  I 
<]uity.  1  w’as  furpril'ed  to  find  Mr  Sober  I 
citing  this  council  as  condemning  ufury  I 
only  in  the  clergy,  without  .mentioning  I 
the  laity.  Indeed,  though  it  -had  done  I 
fo,  it  would  have  no  more  availed  bit  I 
caufe,  than  his  appeal  to  the  aiuncil  of  I 
Nice :  but,  in  fad,  this  is  by  no  roeaoi  I 
the  cafe ;  for  this  primitive  council,  after  I 
it  forbids  ufury  among  the  clergy,  oa  I 
pain  ofdegradation,inthevery  famecanoB  I 
immediately  adds  a  mod  Arid  prohibl*| 
tion  of  it  to  the  laity  alfo,  in  the  follow- 1 
ing  words:  “  If  any  of  the  laity,  tookl

1,  rcr 
ferred  to  by  Mr  Sober ;  and  indeed,  as 
antient  as  could  well  be  expeded  <m  tbe 
fubjed.  zdly,  Tliat  ufury  is  here  pror 
hibited  and  condemned,  not  as  an  e:^ 
tortion,  nor  as  an  oppre(lion  of  the  poor, 
nor  on  accoiuit  of  exorbitant  gain,  biA  ' 
preciiely  and  Pimply  as  an  iniquity  or  in* 
jofticc.  3tlly,  Th.at  it  is  condemned  un¬ 
der  the  mott  fcverc  penalty  the  council 
could  indid,  to  *wit,  degradation  andcir 
communication.  TJicfe  two  councils, 
joined  to  what  we  have  feen  above 
from  the  fathers,  puts  it  beyond  all 
doubt,  that  the  primitive  Cbridians  look¬ 
ed  upon  ufury  with  detedation,  as  * 
crime  unjud  in  itfelf,  and  morally  evil, 
as  exprefsly  prohibited  to  all  by  tbe  law 
of  God,  and  as  opening  a  door  to  the 
mod  criminal  breaches  of  charity.

feut.  1  punctually  cou'plied  with  hiu 
dclirc  ;  and  when  I  returned  to  him,  he 
appeared,  as  he  ever  after  did,  perfectly 
calm  and  fercnc.

Captain  Speke  aftcr- 
v.ards  returned  to  England,  and  for 
a  while  enjoyed,  in  quiet,  thofc  ap- 
pl  lufcs  which  the  public  juftly  beftowed 
on  his  fuperior  merit.  He  was  after¬ 
wards  appointed  captain  of  the  Modefte, 
and  once  more  went  to  fea;  but  be- 
lorc  he  could  render  any  further  fer- 
'iees  to  his  country,  he  died  at  Lif- 
hon,  in  the  forty-third  year  of  his  age, 
to  the  general  grief  of  his  couritry-

17,18. 

As  to  Buchanan,  take  a  character  of 
him,  written  by  biffiop  Leffit  of  Rapho 
in  Ireland,  with  his  own  hand,  on  a  waftc 
leaf  of  Buchanan’s  poetical  works.

The  verb  rendered  by  our  EnglilH 
tranflators  pr//r/e</,  (ignifiet  in  the  He¬ 
brew  to  give,  which,  according  to  the 
idiom  of  our  language  (as  I  apprehend) 
may  be  tranflaied  to  publiffi.  They  have 
alfo  taken  a  fubftantivc  noun  for  an  tdi 
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for,  ioftead  of  an  iron  pen  and 
it  ou^'ht,  undoubtedly,  to  be  ren- 
icred  a  pen  of  iron  and  lead :  they  have 
i^iaced  the  verb,  which  fignifies  to  en- 
r;ivc,  in  the  beginning  of  the  a4lh  vcife, 
ivhereas  it  ought  to  have  been  put  in  the 
lid  of  the  23d,  according  to  Simonis, 
Ahofe  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  is 
oAlv  efteemed  one  of  the  moft  correct; 
nd  they  have  altogether  omitted  a  verb 
n  the  24th  verfc,  which  lignifies  to  cut 
kilt;  and  what  they  have  rendered,  0 
IhouM  be  tranflated  who,  interro¬ 
gatively.  They  have  alfo  miftaken  the 
;>ti  tcd  tenfe  for  the  future,  fo  that,  ac¬ 
cording  to  my  opinion,  both  the  verfes 
may  be  tranfiated  thus:  “Who  will 
piihlilh  and  write  my  words?  Who  will 
puhlilh  them  in  a  book,  and  engrave 
them?  They  fliall  be  cot  out  with  a  pen 
of  iron  and  lead  on  the  rock  for  ever.'* 
'J’iie  iinalleft  (kill  in  the  Hebrew  lan¬ 
guage  w  ill  eafily  convince  any  one,  that 
tiic  word  w  hich  I  have  tranflated  to  pub- 
ilh,  can  by  no  means  carry  in  it  the 
idea  of  printing.  It  is  obferved  by  fome, 
who  are  much  verfant  in  the  ftudy  of 
antiquities,  that  they  made  pens  of  iron 
and  lead,  tempered  together  fo  ftrong 
and  penetrating  in  their  ftubftancc,  that 
with  them  tl-.jy  could  cut  out  legible 
characters  on  the  hard  rocks:  In  Ihort, 
the  word  tranflated  Redeerner,  (hould 
lather  be  rendered  next  kinfman,  of 
mliom  wc  have  the  law.  Lev.  xxv.  25. 
it  is  the  fame  Hebrew  word  in  both 
places.  But  if  it  he  faid  that  Job  lived 
before  the  law  concerning  the  next  kinf- 
inan  was  given,  we  will  find  the  Hebrew 
verb  denoting  the  fame  thing,  Gen.  xlviii. 
16.  which  the  patriarch  Jacob  ufed  when 
be  blefl'ed  the  Ions  of  Jofeph.  The  an¬ 
gel  there  mentioned  can  be  underftood 
<  f  none  but  the  Great  Saviour  of  man¬ 
kind,  w  ho  alone  adls  the  kinfman’s  part 
in  delivering  them  from  all  evil ;  and 
therefore  he  may  be  called,  with  the 
greatell  propriety,  a  friend  who  (ticketb 
dofer  than  a  brother.

'T'lIE  rtfledions  contained  in  this  me-

who  dies  for  want  of  being  able  to 
breathe,  and  one  ftrangled,  be  the 
caufe  what  it  may,  would  have  the  like 
helps  adminiftcred  to  the  latter>  which 
ix;H:rience  had  found  of  fervice  to  the 
f>tbcr.  As  fads  are  more  flrikiog  than 
fprculativc  reafoning,  I  (hall  cite  an  ck- 
impk  of  a  child  ftifled,  which  M.  Jania 
i«d  brought  to  life. 

A  nurft,  he  tells  us,  had  the  miffor- 
lunc  to  ftifle  ia  her  bed  her  nurfe* child*

was  not'  a  moment  to  loft,  as  the  mail 
could  not  inform  him  at  what  time  the 
child  died.  .  Arriving,  be  found  the  little 
yidim  in  its  cradle,  without  any  figns  of 
life,  no  pulfation  in  the  arteries,  no  re-> 
fpiratiun,  the  face  livid,  the  eyes  open^ 
dull,  and  tarnifhed,  the  nofe  full  of  foivel, 
the  mouth  gaping:  in  Ihort,  he  waaaU 
moit  cold.  Whiifl  feme  linen  cloths 
and  a  parcel  of  adies  were  warming,  he 
had  him  unfwathed,  and  laid  him  in  a. 
very  warm  bed,  and  on  the  right  fide. 
He  then  was  rubbed  all  over  with  fine 
linen,  for  fear  cf  fretting  his  tender  and 
delicate  (kin.  .  As  foun  as  the  aihes  had 
received  their  due  degree  of  heat,  M.  Ja- 
nin  buried  him  in  them,  except  the  face* 
placing  him  on  the  fide  oppoiite  Co  that 
he  had  been  at  firfl  laid,  and  covered  him" 
with  a  blanket.  Jdf  happened  to  have  a 
bottle  of  eau'dc  luce  in  his  pockety 
which  be  prefented  to  bis  nofc  from 
time  to  time,  and  between  whiles  ibme 
puffs  of  tobacco  were  blown  up  his  no- 
Arils.

Am 
attention  ia  care,  which  fcarcc  lafied 
above  half  an  hour,  was  fuflicient  for 
calling  back  to  life  this  poor,  innocent* 
Though  the  pulfations  of  the  arteries 
were  very  w’cll  rc-eftabli(hed,  and  it  was^ 
hot  weather,  the  child  was  ftill  left  three' 
quarters  of  an  hour  under  the  allies.  He 
was  afterw'ards  taken  out,  cleaned  and 
dreifed  as  ufual,  and  a  gentle  deep  flic- 
ceeding,  no  further  accident  happened 
to  him.  The  child  remains  ftill  full  cf 
life  and  vigour.  M.  Janin  adds,  that  it 
would  be  dilf.cult  to  paint  the  dcfpair 
and  cohfternation  the  poor  nurfe  appear¬ 
ed  in  when  he  entered  the  houfe,  and 
much  more  the  excefs  of  joy  (he  deliver¬ 
ed  hcrfelf  op  to,  on  feeing  her  nurfe-» 
child  brought  to  life.

•greater  glory  will  redound  to  you:  for 
the  Ealt-Ittdia  company,  if  you  ad  true 
to  its  intcrelt,  will  prove  an  oroatnentsl 
chain ;  or,  on  the  contrary,  a  mill-ftonc 
aboiit  your  necks,  that  witi  plunge  yoo 
into  an  abyfs  of  infamy  and  difgracc, 
lurtwithdanding  every  fupport  a  kingcan 
give,  and  every  effort  majefly  may  make 
to  fa  VC  yoD  from  deftrudion. 

Ml  Conway  Ipoke  next,  but  direded 
his  addrefs  chiefly  to  Mr  Burke,  whom 
he  faid  he  fliould-cenfure  for  preferring 
the  French  to  the  Englifh  government;
